Washington, April 2.— Secreta- 
ry Root has just made public the 
following cablegram reoeived at 
the War Department this morn- 
ing at 8 o'clock : 

"Manila -Adjutant General, 
Washington: Since arrival at 
Manila Aguiualdo has been at 
Malacauau investigating condi- 
tions in the archipelago. He has 
relied almost entirely upon the 
instructive advice of Chief Justice 
Areilau, As a result to-day he 
subscribed aud swore to the dec- 
laration on page 11 of my annual 
report. Mac Arthur." 

The oath referred to is as fol- 
lows: 

"I hereby renounce all allegi- 
ance to any aud all Bo-called revo- 
lutionary governments in the 
Philippine Islands, and recognize 
and accept the supreme authority 
of the United States of America 
therein. I do solemnly swear that 
I will bear true faith and allegi 
to that government ; that I 
will at all times conduct myself 
as a faithful and law-abiding citi- 
of the said island, and will 
either directly or mdireotly, 
hold correspondence with or give 
intelligence to any enemy of the 
Uuited States, nor will " I abet, 
harbor or protect such en 
mpose upon myself 
voluntary obligations without any 
mental reservations or purpose of 
evasion, eo help me God." 

Four asterisks in the cablegram 
mark a passage withheld from pub- 
lication, about which the officials 
11 say nothing now. 
Notwithstanding the taking of 
the oath by Aguiualdo, £e still 
ill be held as a prisoner by Gen. 
MacArthur. It is possible he may 
be granted more liberty of action, 
but he will not be afforded com- 
plete freedom for the present. The 
of Aguinaldo in taking the 
oath it is believed at the War De- 
partment will have a far-reaching 
effect in the pacification of the 
islands.
